suburban business community, and 
brought out ideas for taking advantage 
of the opportunities. 

Colonel Keesler spoke from a wide 
experience as a salesman, in the course 
of which time he visited nearly every 
town of any size in the United States 
and Canada and many in Mexico. His 
speech was an inspirational one, and 
brought out the growing trend of busi- 
ness to seek the less congested sec- 
tions. 

Mr. Frye's talk was based on the 
rapid growth of Narberth. With a 
population of but 4000 a few years ago, 
more than 6000 residents are now liv- 
ing within the borough, and 10,000 in 
the trading section. The State reports 
that autos are increasing here at the 
rate of more than 50 a year — and have 
been for some time. Nearby territory 
is rapidly being built up. 

Mr, Green, from his long experience 
as an advertising man, stressed the 
motto: "Keeping everlastingly at it 
brings success." He urged a perma- 
nent, constructive advertising policy. 

Two major plans were discussed for 
Christmas trade improvement. R. J. 
Threlfall, local manager of the J. Rich- 
ard Shryock Store, presented a care- 
fully worked out scheme for special 
lighting of the business section, which 
will be taken up for later consideration.

Not to add to the injury 
we omit the outline of the story of "A 
Doll's House." Ibsenites want to see 
— and not to be told.

Gretch- 
en Anton-Smith will be seen in the 
leading role of Nora; Ferd Nofer as 
Torvald Helmer, the husband; Jasper 
Deeter as Dr. Rank; Dudley Vaughan 
as Mrs. Linde; Harry Bellaver as Nils 
Krogstad; Philip Hurwitz as the child; 
Miriam Phillips as the nurse and Helen 
Craig as the housemaid.

The ninth annual campaign of the Welfare Federation begins next 
Monday morning. Throughout this section and every other section of 
metropolitan Philadelphia the corps of more than 5000 volunteer team 
workers will solicit contributions to this great philanthropic undertaking, 
which once a year raises a fund for the maintenance of its 122 member 
agencies. The goal this year is $3,545,000. 

The campaign organization in this locality has been perfected to a 
greater degree than in any previous campaign, and there is every assur- 
ance that by the time the campaign ends on November 4 the objective 
will be attained.

The officers from the Bala-Cynwyd committee are: Frank H. Elmore, 
chairman ; Mrs. T. Ewing Montgomery, vice chairman, and Miss Abbie 
E. Davis, secretary. 

It is rather interesting to see how much of the charitable work of 
the metropolitan area of Philadelphia is to be carried on by our neighbor- 
ing communities. This is quite reasonable when one considers that the 
business of most residents of the section is in the city and that most of 
us have emigrated from the city limits to be further from the living con- 
ditions that still need our help to secure relief or improvement. 

This movement is one of the most worthy charities presented to us 
for help each year. It is not only one charity, but a grouping of a great 
number. The greatest function of the organization to recommend it to 
the skeptical giver is that it reduces, by efficient business methods, the 
expense of the solicitation of funds to a point where most of our gifts 
go directly to the help of the suffering and not to the maintenance of an 
organization kept up for the raising of money. 

It is both our duty and pleasure to back the Welfare Federation 
with more generous support than ever this year.

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A Hymn of Hate 

Reformers are to be despised. 
Meddlers are not to be tolerated. 
Lobbyists are a curse, Busybodies are 
fit for stocks. Ducking 1 stools should 
be reinstated for the punishment of 
scolds. Everyone should mind his 
own business, and not try to mind 
other people's. 

Nothing makes me so tired as hav- 
ing someone else tell me how to con- 
duct myself, my family, my time, my 
business. The conduct of these mat- 
ters is a personal matter with me, and 
I should not presume to tell anyone, 
except the reformers, how to run his. 

To those public pests I should say, 
"Find yourself an honest, productive, 
pleasant way of making a living and 
stop trying to make ends meet by in- 
terfering in affairs which do not con- 
cern you. Let your neighbor alone, 
and if you can keep your own house 
in order, you have performed a work 
considerably in advance of many good 
citizens." 

Therefore, detesting reformers I 
suggest beating them at their own rep- 
rehensible methods by organizing a 
"Society for the Reform of Reform- 
ers*' or preferably a "Society for the 
Suppression and Extermination of Re- 
formers." We shall campaign and 
raise huge funds which we will spend 
on publicity and propaganda. We 
shall buy tasteful motors to use in 
promoting our business. We shall 
furnish a luxurious suite of offices for 
"The Cause" and we shall have com- 
fortable homes free from any danger 
other than that of an occasional bomb. 

Every country town has its med- 
dler; every government has its lobby- 
ist; every church congregation has its 
busybody, and many homes have their 
scolds. Pity the poor politician who 
must listen and act on the hysterical 
pleas of the sanctimonious voters who 
would have this or that suppressed. 
Pity the poor clergyman who must 
listen to the bleatings of whining and 
complaining parishioners who insist 
that the minister's wife and children 
set a noble example to the community 
while their own ill-mannered offspring 
devise every known form of pleasant 
deviltry. Pity the poor husband who, 
after toiling all day to provide his 
wife with the necessities and luxuries 
of life, comes home to listen to a rat- 
ing and scolding night after night. 

Tolerance is a beautiful ideal, but 
how few people have the strength or 
passive beauty of character to attain 
it. The pendulum swings to and fro. 
One of my grandfathers thought it 
wrong to dance, smoke, or play cards 
and believed that the Devil's chosen 
home was in a bottle of spirits. My 
father curtailed the playing of his chil- 
dren on Sundays until we devised all 
sorts of quiet mischief which never 
disturbed the parental nap or aroused 
his ire. Today children do pretty 
much as they please, and if they arc 
fine and clean and straight, it is be- 
cause they have those qualities in- 
ately in them and not attached by 
others. 

The dear old ladies of the W. C. 
T. U. and kindred organizations suc- 
ceeded in making it an offense punish- 
able by jail or fine or both for us to 
imbibe in the fruit of the vine. Hav- 
ing almost worked themselves out of 
a job, they are planning, I am told, 
to take tobacco away from us. Next 
it will be coffee and tea, unless they 
happen to like coffee and tea. We are 
not allowed to judge for ourselves 
whether or not plays and cinema per- 
formances arc fit to be seen. Our lives 
are becoming so sheltered that before 
long we shall have lost incentive and 
initiative and will merely move as 
automatons at the bidding of the 
strong-willed reformers. 

I for one am tired of having other 
people try to guide and direct my con- 
duct. If I were in Russia I should 
grow long hair, hurl bombs and epi- 
thets, and reduce all order to chaos. 
As it is, all I can do is splutter believ- 
ing in my heart that good breeding is 
the only secret of producing well-bred 
people and that no amount of train- 
ing will transform a cart horse into 
a thoroughbred.

No. 262 
AN ORDINANCE 

Providing for the designation of 
through highways, declaring it to be 
unlawful for vehicles to enter or cross 
such highways without first coming to 
a full stop, and providing penalties. 

The Council of the Borough of Nar- 
berth does ordain: 

Section 1. The Police and Fire 
Committee is hereby authorized and 
empowered to designate highways or 
parts of highways in the Borough of 
Narberth as through highways by 
erecting, at the entrance thereto from 
intersecting highways, signs bearing 
the words "THRU TRAFFIC 
STOP," such signs to be constructed 
and placed in conformity with the 
specifications and requirements of the 
Act of General Assembly approved 
May 1, 1929 (No. 403), and any and 
all amendments and supplements 
thereto. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 
the driver or operator of any vehicle,

street car, or trackless trolley omni- 
bus, before entering or crossing a 
through highway, to fail to come to a 
full stop within a reasonable distance 
before entering the intersection on 
such through highway when a 
"THRU TRAFFIC STOP" sign has 
been erected at such intersection in 
accordance with the provisions of this 
ordinance; provided, however, that ve- 
hicles, street cars and trackless trol- 
ley omnibuses shall npt be subject 
to the provisions of this ordinance 
when at such intersection a traffic sig- 
nal is actually in operation or a peace 
officer is actually on duty directing 
traffic. 
...Section 3. Any person, firm or 



corporation violating the provisions of 
this ordinance shall upon summary 
conviction before a justice of the peace 
be sentenced to pay a fine or five dol- 
lars ($5) and costs of prosecution and 
in default of the payment thereof shall 
undergo imprisonment for not more 
than three (3) days.

Work was started last Saturday by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad preparatory 
to reducing the curve of the eastbound 
tracks at the Narberth Station. 

The curve, which is rather sharp right 
at the station platform at the south side, 
will be reduced 40 inches, railroad au- 
thorities state. 

This will necessitate moving the 
station platform back a corresponding 
distance and will also involve moving 
the overhead wires for the electric 
trains. 

It is expected that the actual work 
of moving the tracks back will begin 
on Monday. The shifting of the sta- 
tion platform the necessary distance 
will not affect the sidewalk leading to 
the station on the south side nor will 
it cut down the ground used for park- 
ing. 

It is thought that faster trains on the 
inside eastbound tracks and longer lo- 
cal trains had something to do with 
the railroad's move in easing the sharp 
curve at the Narberth Station.

At a recent meeting of the Board of Trade of Hatboro County 
Commissioner W. D. Ridgeway spoke on the subject of voting machines 
and pointed out the tremendous cost of installing them and maintaining 
them. One wonders if Mr. Ridgeway 's remarks reflect the consensus of 
the entire commission. 

The question is not one of opinion. It is one of fact. What have 
voting machines done in other sections of the country? They have 
assured a very prompt and accurate count of the voting, hours before 
such a count could have been prepared by the old and not always infalli- 
ble system of human election judges. They prevent any sort of dishon- 
esty such as has been known to exist in the past. All possibility of care- 
less error is reduced. 

The residents of the Main Line section, who are always interested in 
civic and political progress, are not likely to be deterred from installing 
these machines by the pessimistic predictions of old school politicians, 
but this attitude may not be widespread in the more rural areas of the 
county. It behooves all those who believe in this more flawless method 
of reporting the wishes of the populace to defend it against any care- 
less criticism from those who are held by tradition or lack of vision from 
being aware of its advantages.

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Board's Financial Status 

Uncertain in the Past 



This is the fourth and concluding in- 
stallment of the report of the Recreation 
Board of the Borough of Narberth, 
Financial Status and Relations of the 
Recreation Board 
It is with respect to finances that the 
functions and relations of the Recrea- 
tion Board are least definite and com- 
plete under the law. Explicit provision 
is made, it is true (Section 7 of the Act 
of July 8, 1919, P. L. 784), for financial 
support of the work which in other 
sections of the same act is entrusted to 
the Recreation; Board, if established. 
"All expenses incurred in the opera- 
tion of such playgrounds, . . . . etc. 
.... established as herein provided, 
shall be payable from the treasury of 
such .... borough .... or school 
district," still further, the Act provides: 
"The local authorities . . . having pow- 
er to appropriate money therein, may 
annually appropriate and cause to be 
raised by taxation such tax, not to ex- 
ceed two mills on the dollar of assessed 
valuation of taxable property in such 
.... borough .... or school district, 
for the purpose of maintaining and 
operating" recreation facilities. 

The missing link in the act is one 
which would definitely place the con- 
trol and expenditure of money thus 
appropriated in the hands of the Rec- 
reation Board. The law does not 
specify precisely how the expenditures 
authorized under the act, in the dis- 
charge of the responsibilities of the 
Board, shall be handled. That the 
Board has the power to incur expendi- 
tures is implied in its power to employ 
workers and to equip, operate and 
maintain recreation facilities of all 
kinds, but the exact procedure for pay- 
ment is not specified. 

The procedure followed by the board 
in the past, and its own implied inter- 
pretation of its powers and responsibili- 
ties, have varied from time to time. 

At first, at least as long as pro- 
ceeds of the original bond issue for the 
Windsor Avenue grounds were avail- 
able, the board clearly assumed author- 
ity to enter into contracts and to in- 
cur expenditures on its own account 
and submit the bills to Council for 
payment without further formality. It 
is recorded in the minutes of the 
board that such and such a bill was 
"approved artd ordered sent to Coun- 
cil for payment." Council was "noti- 
fied" of the employment of various 
individuals and requested "to make ar- 
rangements for the payment of the 
salary.*' The power to contract inde- 
pendently for the expenditure of funds 
was also exercised as late as May, 1927, 
in the construction of the grandstand, 
apparently the contract having been 
made in the name of the board, before 
specific appropriations had been made 
either by Council or the School Board. 

During most of the last few years, 
however, the board has followed an-

other plan, namely, to reach an agree- 
ment with School Board and Council, 
by which those bodies respectively took 
over both management and financial 
responsibility for specific parts of the 
program, the Recreation Board incur- 
ring no expenditures on its own ac- 
count and having no part in the definite 
determination of what expenditures 
should be made. On this basis, the 
School Board employed and paid for 
recreation supervisors for the summer 
months, and bought certain equipment 
for the playground, in its own discre- 
tion; Council paid for the upkeep of 
grounds and buildings at Windsor and 
Wynnewood Avenues, and made spe- 
cial appropriations for specific im- 
provements. 

From time to time, a change in this 
policy was apparently considered, in 
the suggestion of an annual budget, 
for all or part of the activities under 
the board's jurisdiction. Thus, in 1923. 
a committee was authorized to draw 
up a budget for maintenance for 1924 
There is no record of such a budget 
having been adopted. Again, late in 
1926, the board submitted an estimate 
to Council, requesting that the amount 
of $1200 be included in the Borough's 
annual budget for 1927. There is no 
record of action taken on this matter. 
Conclusions and Proposals. 

It is the judgment of your committee 
that effective functioning of the Rec- 
reation Board, under the terms and in 
the spirit of the law and of the reso- 
lution of Council creating the Board., 
must be based upon a definite under- 
standing among all concerned as to 
its powers and responsibilities, and a 



definite plan of action, in accordance 
with that understanding. Such a plan 
is herewith submitted. 

(Note: The conclusion of the board's 
report was published in "Our Town'"' 
for September 27, 1929.)
